The undersigned recognizes that the originally submitted claims had contained an error in 
the numbering thereof in that there were two claims designated 27 and no claim 28; and 
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that the examiner has renumbered the second occurring claim 27 as claim 28. No other 
changes were necessary. 



DISCUSSION OF RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 



The examiner has taken the position that the claims define two distinct inventions; 
namely, a process and an apparatus utilized to carry out the process. It is recognized by 
the undersigned that inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either (1) the process 
as claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) 
the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. 
In the instant case the apparatus claims define an invention that can be used to practice 
another and materially different process, e.g. for use in holding clothes or tobacco leaves 
for drying. In addition the method as claimed can be practiced without the specific 
structural features of the apparatus as claimed.
